pionary and African explorer, Sir Har- 
ry H. Johnston says in the British 
Geographical Journal: “During the 
qwinter or rainy season of 1868-9 Liv- 
tmgstone was very MI, He had been 
pret times without number.and suf- 
‘fered. from terrible pains in the chest ~ 
and pneumonia, He was often seml- 
delirious and subject to delusions, such 
as that the bark of the trees was cov- 
ered with figures and faces of men. 
He thought often of his children and 
friends, and his thoughts seemed al- 
most to conjure them up before him. 
For the first time in his life he was’ 
being carried and could not raise him-. 
gelf to a sitting position. The Arabs 
were very kind to him in his extreme © 
weakness, but the vertical sun, biis- 
tering any part of the skin exposed to 
it, tried him sorely in the day marches. 

“In July, 1870, his feet were almost 
consumed with irritable, eating ulcers, 
pulsating with pain. * * * ‘These sores 
were obviously communicated by mas- 
“quitoes from the blood of the wretch-' 
ed slaves who were tortured with 
them, Livingstone” could fall asleep 
qwhen he wished at‘the shortest notice, 
A mat and a shady tree under which 
to spread it wonld at any time afford 
him ea refreshing sleep. But in. his 
last years of travel sleep was often 
made snd by the realistic dreams of 
happy English life from which he wak- 
ened to find himself ill and consumed 
with anxiety that he might not live 
to complete his mission. . 

“After 1869 he suffered mnch from 
_the results of the decay and loss of 
his molar teeth, so that imperfect mas- 
fication of rough African food induced 
“severe dyspepsia, and his bodily 
strength weakened under a condition 
of permanent malnutrition.. Stanley, 
by relieving him when he did, gave 


- him at least two more years of life,

Peru's Ancient: City Was on the Plan 
of the Roman Camp. 

The ancient eity of Cuzco, when first. 
viewed by Buropean eyes. was, accord- 
Ing to the best authorities, a great and 
wealthy. municipality of perbaps 200.- 
000 souls.. How old it was at that time 
we hare scant means of knowing.

Parisian Cathedral.

the present building, which was begun 
in} 1103 and finished in 1351.

The grand 
old building has been sorely beset by 


many dangers dnd has witnessed many 


strange and stirring scenes. 


The reign of terror in 1798 led to 
such disgraceful orgies within the pre- , 


cincts of the cathedral that it was 


| closed to the public as a place of. di- 
| vine worship in 1704, but was reopen- 


ed in 1802 by Napoleon. The {nterfor 
has suffered severely at times at the 
hands of the mob and individuals. 
| The worst offender was perhaps Louls 
| XIV., who, carrying. out his father's 
vow, caused the destruction of the 
: fourteenth century stalls, the high al- 
tar embellished with gold and silver 
statuettes, the cloisters, tombs and 
unique stained glasswork. In 1845 
restoration was necessary in many 


' parts of ‘the building, the work being 
successfully undertaken by Lassus, | 


Viollet le Duc and Bo¢swillwald.

earning factor, He was David Hutton, 
‘a native of Dunfermline, and a epinner 

of thread. 
| In 1812 he visited Perth and among 
the toys and trinkets manufactured by 
| the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was running 
rapidly around, impelled by the gravity 
| of « common house moute. 
| Hutton purchased the house, moure 
and whee} 

tiny ro ent to ‘ork, 
| A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
suffclent for its food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 802 miles. He kept 
two mice constantly engaged in the mak- 
ing of sewing thread for more than @ 
year. 

The thread mill was fo constructed 


that the mouse was able to twist, twine'- 


and reel from 100 to 120 threads day, 
Sundays not excepted. To perform this 
: task it had to run 10%% miles a day, 
which it did with perfect ease every other 
| day. — : 
On: the half-penny’s worth of oatmeal, 
| which lasted for five weeks, one of these 
, little mice made 8,850 threads 25 inches 
| long, and a8 @ penny was paid to women 
; for every hank made in the ordinary way, 
| the: mouse at that rate earned 18 cents 
every six weeks, 

Allowing for board.gnd for machinery, 
there was bh clear yearly profit from 
each mouse of $1.50. 

It was Mr. Hutton’s intention to ap- 
ply for the loan of the Dunfermline Ca- 
| thedral, which was empty, where he 
planned to‘set up 10,000 mouse mills 
and still leave room for the keepers and 
several hundreds of spectators; but this 
| wonderful project was never carried our 
| because of the inventor’s sudden death.
